NOTE: The recitation, "wherein the polymer is not a superplasticizer" is a new issue, which would require further 
consideration and/or search. Also, support for the negative limitation, "wherein the polymer is not a superplasticizer" was not found in the 
original disclosure. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is argued throughout that Allen does not 
disclose a polymer, which is not a superplasticizer. This is not persuasive because the amendment containing the argued limitation has 
not yet been entered. It is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a polymer, which is not a superplasticizer) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not 
read into the claims.
